Desperation, ABC’s three-hour movie based on Stephen King’s horror novel, is slated to 
begin production in Bisbee, Ariz. It took more than a few tricks and treats to allow the $12 


million production to be shot in the U.S. in an era when many telefilm projects automatically 
head north to Canada or other foreign locales to allow producers to make the most of their 


budgets. Indeed, it took a Herculean effort by Desperation’s executive producer Mark Sennet 
and director Mick Garris, as well as help from politicians including Arizona Sen. John McCain 
and Gov. Janet Napolitano, to lure Desperation to the state. The big challenge for Sennet when 


hammering out the budget for Desperation was closing a $1.5 million differential between 
filming in the U.S. and filming outside the country. Sennet enlisted the support of McCain, 
who lobbied with Napolitano to help the crew of Desperation get breaks on a number of 


services in Arizona in order to make the budget reasonable for ABC. The success of setting the 


project in Arizona also prompted Napolitano to get behind a tax incentive initiative, which 


would give film and TV productions a 15 percent tax break similar to other states, Sennet said.
